A bill to investigate the cause and effect of tm- 
employmem was passed, but as it psrased without the necessary 
stpproprialioa to carry on the inveitifpaioo, it asiotiiis to very 
little, except for wbat the Bureau of Labor and SutLstics can 
do in this direction; 

Fifth. Joint rrsohitions apinst the imporlati.Hi of Mon¬ 
golian labor, and one favoring mtemational peace, pa-sni.

Of this sort we have some highly tmportant 'iibjects re¬ 
ferred to six special caasmltecs, w^ arc to repirt to tlie 
governor when ready to safannt bOs on the tpaestioiis before 
them. And a special session of the legnlatine is to be called 
to act on these bills. 

The special committee ca industrial itwrancc is the one 
in which you are immediately inlerealed. BefoR this conaniltee 
is also a bill on compulsory arbitration. TheM ^-stiotis have 
on previous occasions been called to your atteidion, and I tliere- 
forc recommend that they agam at this conatiitiuii receive 
your special attention and action as a matter «f rrenrd. again 
defining the position of organiecd tabor.

Streh- 
low offered long lists of signatures 
petitioning that the cemetery be not 
allowed to add more land to its do¬ 
main. Aid. Seidel offered these 
amriMbneitts: 

Amendment to the ordinance grant¬ 
ing certain rights to the Union 
Cciiiclety Association;
